Harvey of Swifton. "This could 
have some bearing on whether 
the legislature goes along with 
him on new taxes." 


Harvey said an antitax feel- 


ing prevails in the state, but he 
declined to speculate on whether 
this would be the attitude of the 
legislature. 


Other legislators agree that 


the voters are in an antitax 
mood. Rep. Ray S. Smith Jr. 
of Hot Springs, who is in line 
to succeed Rep. Hayes McCler- 
kin of Texarkana as the House 
speaker, calls it "almost a total 
resistance to taxation." 


"It might be that with this 


new day and new governor and 
more information coming out on 
the needs of the state, there 
won't be quite as much re- 
luctance on taxation as in the 
past, but the General Assembly 
only reflects the will of the peo- 
ple," Smith said. 


He said Bumpers had made 


it clear during the campaign 
that he would not hesitate to 
seek additional revenue if he 
found it was needed. Because of 
this "completely honest" ap- 
proach, Smith said, he feels 
that there "probably would be 
a little less reluctance" to ac- 
cept tax changes than in 1969. 


Wrangling over tax legisla- 


tion dominated the 1969 Gener- 
al 
Assembly, 
which 
gave 


Rockefeller $20 million to 25 
million of his $90 million re- 


quest. A special session called 
by Rockefeller last March to 
consider new taxes put together 
a $10 million program and 
passed it. 


Rockefeller had said in his 


losing campaign to Bumpers 
that the next governor, no mat- 
ter who he is, will have to ask 
for more taxes to meet press- 
ing state needs. Bumpers is 
holding out hope, however, that 
they won't be necessary. 


State revenue collections for 


the first four months of the 
fiscal year increased by a net 
of about 5.7 per cent, or about 
$4.2 
million, over the corres- 


ponding months a year ago. The 
state 
Administration 
Depart- 


ment is working now on a rev- 
enue forecast for the year to 
give to Bumpers and the Leg- 
islative Council. 


The council will resume bud- 


get hearings Monday. Bumpers, 
working in an office down the 
hall from the council, also will 
be reviewing budgets. 


The governor-elect has said 


that if he decides additional 
money is needed, he would pre- 
sent a broad-based tax pro- 
gram that would include tax re- 
form. Bumpers has said possi- 
ble sources of new revenue are 
removal of use tax exemptions 
granted 
quasipublic corpora- 


tions, an increase in the tax on 
foreign insurance companies 
and in the severance tax and a 
raise in the income tax at the 
upper levels.

Enemy Builds 
Up Fuel to 
MoveSupplies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — North 


Vietnam has expanded its fuel 
storage capacity just above the 
demilitarized 
zone 
by about 


1,500 per cent in preparation for 
heavy 
movement of supply 


trucks into Laos, says U.S. 
sources. 


Reconnaissance photographs 


show 
the 
North Vietnamese 


have established fuel dumps 
that can handle some 1.5 million 
gallons, compared with a 100,000 
gallon-capacity 
eight months 


ago, according to the sources. 


Meanwhile, the North Viet- 


namese are said to have mar- 
shalled about 5,000 trucks in the 
Haiphong area for use in the ex- 
pected big dry season push to 
resupply their forces in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


According 
to 
recent 
esti- 


mates, the North Vietnamese 
have moved more than 120 tons 
of supplies a day into the Laos- 
border area since the start of 
summer, compared with about 
70 tons daily in the same period 
last year, sources said. 


American reconnaissance has 


noticed also the construction of 
a sizable amount of covered 
storage facilities in the panhan- 
dle. 


More 
supplies 
have 
been 


sighted spread out on pallets 
near Dong Hoi, about 50 miles 
north of the demilitarized zone. 


In addition to supplies and 


equipment arriving from Russia 
and other Communist countries 
at Haiphong, the North Viet- 
namese reportedly have been 
sending small cargo craft to un- 
load freighters standing off the 
North Vietnamese coast, well 
out into the South China sea. 


These boats, sources said, 


then move the supplies directly 
to the 
panhandle, unloading 


across the beach at places like 
Quang Khe, a trans-shipment 
point some 60 miles above the 
demilitarized zone. 


Streams leading from North 


Vietnam into Laos and thence 
into Cambodia also figure im- 
portantly in the North Viet- 
namese supply movement. Ex- 
perts estimated that about 40 
tons a day in fuel and other sup- 
plies are floated into Laos in 
barrels and waterproof bags. 


American intelligence authori- 


ties say there is ample evidence 
that the enemy has made early 
preparations, even during bad 
weather, inside Southern Laos 
for the big supply surge to 
come. 


This year, for the first time, 


the enemy left some 40,000 men 
and 1,600 trucks operating as a 
logistics group in the Laos re- 
gion during the rainy season. 


American airborne cameras 


have spotted more than 1,500 in- 
dividual truck parks away from 
the main roads there. 


U.S. sources estimate that the 


enemy has developed more than 
2,300 miles of roads in southern 
Laos for supply handling. 


Student Loses 
Suit Against 
Arkansas S. 


JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) — A 


U.S. 
District Court jury ruled 


here Wednesday that a former 
Arkansas State University stu- 
dent who contended his civil 
rights had been violated when 
he was suspended from ASU in 
January of 1967, was not en- 
titled to any damage settlement. 


William Earl Stewart, 
the 


former student who is now an 
English teacher at Kennett, Mo., 
had filed a $29,935 damage suit 
against the ASU Disciplinary 
Committee, the ASU Board of 
Trustees, Dean of Students Rob- 
ert Moore and ASU President 
Carl R. Reng. 


Stewart was one of several 


students suspended by the Dis- 
ciplinary Committee for "con- 
duct unbecoming of a student" 
as a result of being present at 
a party at an off-campus apart- 
ment where policemen found 
marijuana. 


Stewart was seeking $12,000 


punitive damages and $17,935 
actual damages on grounds that 
his suspension damaged his rep- 
utation and delayed his entrance 
into the teaching profession. 


He contended in the suit that 


his suspension was unreason- 
able and violated his right to 
freedom 
of 
association. 
He 


claimed that he did not use 
marijuana at the party. He said 
he was not "fairly appraised" 
of the charges brought by the 
Disciplinary Committee and was 
not given a chance to confront 
any witnesses.

The 
strike became a political issue 
in Michigan, the state hardest 
hit by the shutdown. 


Glenn S. Allen, Michigan's 


budget director, said the strike 
has cost the state about $25 mil- 
lion in reduced sales tax collec- 
tions and about $25 million in in- 
creased welfare costs. 


An Oct. 29 report to Milliken 


said the cities of Detroit, Flint, 
Grand Rapids, Pontiac, Sagi- 
naw, 
Lansing 
and Highland 


Park had lost in the first month 
of the strike a total of nearly 
$1.5 million in city income tax 
revenues. 


Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp., 


which sells about 32 per cent of 
its output to auto firms, an- 
nounced layoffs for 4,000 work- 
ers ... Kelsey-Hayes of Detroit, 
a major supplier of auto wheels,

Mills Thinks 
Family Plan 
Less Expensive 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., said 
Wednesday that trade reciproc- 
ity among nations was essential 
in the 1970s. 


Mills, speaking to the West 


Little Rock Rotary Club, said 
the United States could not con- 
tinue with the lowest tariffs in 
the world if other countries re- 
stricted trade. 


Under these conditions, the 


United States 
manufacturers, 


with the highest production costs 
in the world, could not compete 
abroad or at home with foreign 
companies, he said. 


On another topic, Mills said 


he thought President Nixon's 
proposed family assistance plan 
would cost far less within 10 
years than the nation would be 
out in continuing the present 
welfare program. 


"If we go on like we've been 


going, I don't see any end to 
welfare . . . no way to contain 
or control it," Mills said.

get their reaction, but that only 
Newport had responded. He de- 
clined to identify who initiated 
the movement. 


Davis explained that if such 


a group were formed they would 
probably lobby for permissive 
legislation for 
municipalities. 


Among the suggestions is a city 
sales tax, which would allow 
cities to lower or eliminate other 
such taxes, Davis said.

Facts About 
Your Social 
Security 


By KEN HARGIS 


Question: At different times, I 


have read about Medicare and 
Medicaid. Will you please ex- 
plain the difference between the 
two? 


Answer: Medicare is a system 


of health insurance for older 
people; it is federally ad- 
ministered, as authorized by the 
Social Security Act. Medicaid is 
administered 
by the 
State 


Department of Public Welfare; it 
provides for health services for 
persons who are found by the 
state welfare offices to be 
eligible for the services 
ac- 


cording to the needs of each 
applicant. 


Question: What does Medicare 


under social security consist of? 


Answer: 
There 
are 
two 


separate parts of Medicare. One, 
Part A, provides hospital in- 
surance for persons over age 65 
who is eligible for social security 
benefits by his own work or by 
the work of a spouse. Hospital 
insurance is financed by social 
security 
taxes 
which 
are 


designated for that purpose. 


Question: What about the other 


part of the health insurance 
under Medicare? 


Answer: It is known as Part B, 


or 
medical 
insurance; 
it 


provides protection against the 
major part of doctor bills for 
beneficiaries. It is voluntary for 
almost ever;ajne over age 65 who 
agrees to pay the premium of 
$5.30 a month. The Government 
pays the same amount for those 
who sign up for it. 


Question: Is Medicare just for 


retired people? 


Answer: No: you don't have to 


retire, but 'benefits are not 
available before age 65. Those 
who apply for the health in- 
surance are eligible for a wide 
variety of health care when the 
benefits are needed even if they 
continue working. 


Question: How do you make 


application for Medicare? 


Answer: Please don't wait 


until you need health care to 
apply. Everyone should inquire 
about Medicare during the three 
months before age 65. That way 
the insurance 
is effective

others—be given 100 per cent in- 
surance by the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corp." 


A spokesman for Bank of 


America, world's largest com- 
mercial bank, said government 
deposits in commercial banks 
are not insured. The Public De- 
posits Act, however, requires 
that banks produce 110 per cent 
collateral in government and 
municipal bonds for public de- 
posits.

Gainesville, Fla., led the Yellow 
Jackets to three straight victo- 
ries at the start of the season. 


Tech also won its 
fourth 


game, one McAshan considers 
his poorest performance 
this 


year, but it was the following 
week that the fans began booing 
when McAshan failed to move 
the team against Tennessee in a 
17-6 loss. 


"Sure I heard it, but it didn't 


bother me," said McAshan. "It 
didn't really mean anything. 
Most of the time I just don't see 
the purpose of it because most 
fans don't really know what 
they are booing about." 


With three games remaining, 


McAshan already has become 
only the eighth player in Geor- 
gia Tech history to surpass 1,000 
yards total offense in a season, 
even though he's divided play- 
ing • time almost;.equally.,with 
senior Jack Williams in the Jast 
three games.

Hf/ocker Gets 
7 Years in 
Rome Court

ROME (AP)-The young U.S. 


marine who hijacked a TWA jet- 
liner from California to Rome a 
year ago appealed today against 
his conviction in an Italian court 
and the 7%-year sentence given 
him. He asked for a new trial. 


Air piracy is not a crime in It- 


aly, but an Italian court found 
Raphael Minichiello, 21, guilty 
Wednesday night of kidnaping, 
assault and bringing into Italy 
an "arm of war," the Ml rifle 
with which he commandeered 
the Trans World Airlines craft. 


The sentence was 13 months 


longer 
than 
the 
prosecution 


asked for, and three years and 
four months of it was on the 
"arm of war" charge. Parlia- 
ment created the charge three 
years ago as a weapon against 
the Sicilian Mafia. Defense law- 
yers said the law hadn't done 
much to the Mafia, but it added 
a lot to Minichiello's term. 


Defense attorneys Giuseppe 


Sotgiu and Edmondo Zappacos- 
ta contended that the court 
erred "in its evaluation of the 
facts, in its interpretation of the 
law and in the extent of the pen- 
alty." They said there should be 
a retrial because the court 
failed to accept "the insistent 
request of the defense to ques- 
tion the principal witnesses of 
the incident—the commander of 
the plane and members of the 
crew—thus preventing the dis- 
closure of the actual facts." 


The appeal asked that Mini- 


chiello be freed from jail lo 
await the retrial. 


Of the 7M> years, he has 4>2 


years left to serve. He has spent 
a year in jail since the hijack- 
ing, and he gets two years off 
because of a recent general am- 
nesty. 


Still hanging over the AWOL 


Marine's head is the slight pos- 
sibility that he might be extra- 
dited to the United States. But 
both defense and prosecution at- 
torneys said they thought it un- 
likely Italy would hand him 
over. 


A federal grand jury in Brook- 


lyn, 
N.Y., has indicted Mini- 


chiello for air piracy, a crime 
that carries a maximum sen- 
tence of death, but so far Italian 
authorities have not received an 
extradition request. Prosecution 
lawyers said Minichiello could 
not be extradited until he finish- 
es serving his Italian prison 
term, extradition could not be 
ordered for a capital crime be- 
cause Italy does not have the 
death penalty, and Italy doesn't 
usually extradite persons for a 
crime that does not exist in Ital- 
ian law. 


Minichiello had testified that 


he commandeered the airliner 
because he was up for court- 
martial on a burglary charge 
and he didn't think he'd get a 
fair trial.

weekly duplicate game. As 
usual Z is South with A and 
B holding the East - West 
cards. 


The old auction experts put 


on a prety good show of con- 
tract bidding today with Z 
winding up as declarer at 
four spades. 


A made the normal open- 


ing lead of the king of hearts 
and B signaled with the nine. 
Z's long e x p e r i e n c e at 
dummy play made it easy 
for him to play the five spot 
without any indication that 
he was ducking. But the play 
didn't fool A in the slightest. 


A could tell that Z needed 


the ace of hearts in order to 
have an opening bid so that 
B's nine-spot play a l m o s t 
surely indicated the start of 
an echo with a double ton. A 
also knew that Z had some 
sound reason for ducking 
that first heart. What could 
it be? 


After a moment of thought 


A was able to reconstruct Z's 
hand in its entirety. He had 
to hold six spades. With a 
seven - card suit he would 
have jumped when he rebid. 
With a five - card suit he 
wouldn't have made any im- 
mediate rebid. He had to be 


fvoid ,,qf. clubs..soothe, ace of 
clubs would give him a place 
to park his third heart at 
some stage or other in the 
play. This left him with four 
diamonds. 


Therefore, A continued with 


the queen of hearts. Z won 
and led his 10 of spades but 
A hopped up with the ace 
and led a third heart for B 
to ruff.

Note that if A had led a 


low heart dummy would win 
the trick with the jack and 
Z would then discard his ace 
of hearts on the club ace and 
make his contract.

Shingles, Chicken Pox 
Caused by Same Virus 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb —I have 


contracted the "shingles" 
and am in terrible pain. 
Would you please tell me 
what to do and how long it 
will last? 


Dear Reader —"Shingles" 


are caused by the same 
virus that causes chicken 
pox. Characteristically, 
"shingles" or herpes zoster 
occurs in adults, although it 
can occur in children. 


In most cases, the adult 


has previously had chicken 
pox. The virus may remain 
in a dormant state for years 
and then become active. 


Usually a nerve root is in- 


volved. The inflamed gkjnJs, 
over the area where 'the 
nerve is located. The most 
common location is along 
the curvature of a rib. A 
nerve follows the course of 
the rib from the spine, half- 
way around the chest. The 
band of pain may exist for 
s e v e r a l days before any 
c h a n g e s in the skin are 
noted. In this time interval 
the doctor often has trouble 
discovering the cause of the 
severe pain. Then a rash, 
such as that seen in chicken 
pox, occurs along the rib. 


The period of acute pain 


usually lasts 10 to 21 days, 


but the area may be sore for 
some time thereafter. 


Unfortunately, t h e r e is 


nothing that can be given to 
eliminate the condition ex- 
cept medicine to r e l i e v e 


pain, so the disease usually 
runs its course. Pain medi- 
cine and tincture of time are 
all than can be offered. If 
the skin gets infected, the 
infection has to be treated.

USD building in the downtown 
Saigon tonight but apparently 
caused no casualties.

U.S. Getting 
Out of Silver 
Business 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government officially gets out of 
the silver business this week, 
ending a 
long, colorful 
and 


sometimes controversial asso- 
ciation with the white metal. 


Once the main issue of a pres- 


idential campaign, the metal 
that used to make American 
coins ring has fallen on hard 
times—at least as money. 


The government break with 


silver comes Tuesday, the date 


of the Treasury Department's 
final sale of the metal on the 
private market. 


"Silver is just too valuable to 


be used as coinage," according 
to Thomas Wolfe, director of 
Treasury's Office of Gold and 
Silver Operation. 


In other words, the supply of 


the metal has fallen so short of 
the demand that the face value 
of silver coins is worth less than 
could be obtained by melting 
the money and selling the sil- 
ver. 


At the last sale a few weeks 


ago, silver brought a price of 
$1.76 an ounce. Three years ago 
the set price for silver was $1.29 
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an ounce. 


For all practical purposes, sil- 


ver coinage ended in the United 
States in 1965 when Congress or- 
dered all American coins except 
the Kennedy half-dollar minted 
from 
a 
copper-nickel 
alloy. 


Now, because of the supply and 
demand problem, even the Ken- 
nedy coin is not being made. 


Silver coins were used in this 


country in the early years, and 
through most of the 19th century 
the U.S. money system was 
based on both gold and silver. 


Sixty-three countries have 


used pure nickel for 159 de- 
nominations of coins in 237 
types since 1881.
